quill of a golden eagle weighs only 
sixtv-five grains, and that seven such 
quills do not weigh more than a copper 
I>enny-piece; that the feathers of a com­ 
mon fowl, which weighs thirty-seven 
ounces, weigh only three ounces; and 
that the entire plumage of an owl 
weighs only one ounce and A half* 
Meant as they are, some for covering 
and some for strength, we shall find 
them, on examination, to be very differ­ 
ently put together. The light downy 
part, when examined through a micro­ 
scope, will be found to bern: little re­ 
semblance to the flat part or blade of 
the quill. If it were not so a bird would 
scarcely be able to fly at all; for when 
the flat of the wing was pressed down 
the air would pass through It and yield 
no resistance. The fibers of the downy 
part, we see, have little connection with 
each other; they have short and loose 
side shoots, just sufficient to mat them 
together when pressed close to the skin; 
whereas the side shoots of the quill- 
feather hook and grapple with one 
another, so as to make one firm and 
united surface. 
But others there are, much stronger 
and stifler than the wing quill feathers; 
as those, for instance, forming the tails 
of the wood pecker tribe. And the reason 
would be evident to any person who 
watched a woodpecker on the stern of a 
tree feeding. Its food consists of grubs, 
usually concealed in the wood. In or­ 
der to get them he must therefore re­ 
main fixed on the bark and make a hole 
with his beak, a tedious, if not imprac­ 
ticable operation, were it not for the 
very stiffness of the tail feathers, which 
press against a tree and act like an ad­ 
ditional limb. The tail, however, has 
another use applicable more or less to 
all birds; it is to them what a rudder is 
to a boat, and in many cases acts like a 
third wing. If we look at a hawk hov­ 
ering in the air, w hen he remains in oite 
spot we shall see that the tail is spread 
oui like a fan, and it is in a constant 
state of quivering motion, balaneing the 
bird, while tho wings are keeping it 
afloat. 
It is clear that if water could soak 
into the soft feathery covering of a bird, 
every shower of rain would be the death 
of thousands, inasmuch as it would in­ 
crease their weight considerably and, 
at the same time, by destroying the fine 
elastic nature of their feathers, entirely 
disable them from flying, and they most 
remain in a helpless state upon the 
Eound, cither to perish from hunger or 
come the prey to men or animals, 
who w ould catch them without trouble. 
But against such a possibility they are 
guarded by an abundant oily covering, 
which is constantly renewed; so that 
the rain, instead of sinking in, runs ofl 
without remaining an instant; and we 
all know that if w e take up a duck or 
any swimming bird we shall And, though

Corn Stunt anil Cattle. 
In the fall of the year there is always 
frequent complaint of cattle dying after 
being turned into the carn field, when 
husking is done. Usually this fatality 
is attributed very erroneously to the 
fungus or smut so common on the stalks. 
One farmer wall affirm that he knows 
this to be the cause, having seen the re­ 
sults so plainly, and so many times, that 
there is no possible room to doubt it. 
Another testifies with equal energy7 and 
certainty that his cattle have eaten com 
smut time and time again, and that not 
the least injury has happened. II this 
fungus is a poison, it must always 
operate in the same way. Poisons do 
not work differently in different cases. 
Arsenic will poison one man just as 
quickly as another, aud one animal as 
soon as another animal; and if com 
smut can be eaten with impunity oy Ona 
herd of cows, it can be eaten with -in* 
pun it y by all cows. That cattle do eat 
it without injury, we know, and so do 
man}7 of our readers. So we conclude 
that it is not a poison. 
The trouble in such cases is uot caused 
by the smut but by the stalks.themselves, 
which cause an impaction of the third 
stomach. The cattle are turned among 
the stalks, and without sufficient water, 
are permitted to eat their fill of the dry 
over ripe, indigestible fodder. The re­ 
sult is death and the smut gets the 
credit. The same result often happens 
from other causes. 
A sudden change 
from dry food to tho stimulating fresh 
grass of spring, from soft to hard water 
or the taking of lead into the system 
will cause it. 
The symptoms of the impaction, in 
acute cases, are drowsiness and stupor, 
accelerated pulse and breathing hard­ 
ness and tenderness under the right 
short ribs and tremor of the muscles. 
At a later stage the eyes glare, the ani­ 
mal moves about regardless of obstacles 
often breaking its teeth aud horns 
against the more solid impediments to 
its course and bellowing fearfully in the 
meantime. Death often results in a few 
boars.

Preserving (’iller. 
It is the habit of some people to use 
poor apples for (‘icier, but a pure, sweet 
article can only be obtained from good, 
clean, sound fruit. Hair-cloth, or gun­ 
ny’, is better than straw for the juice to 
pass through, and as the cider runs 
from the press, let. it pas* through a 
hair sieve iuto a large vessel. After it 
has stood a few hours, small white bub­ 
bles will be observed coming to the sur­ 
face, through the pomace collected on 
lop of the juice. Draw oft' the latter 
through a spigot two or three inches 
from the bottom of the vessel, into 
clean casks, and when bubbies appear at 
the bung-hole, rack it again. Three 
rackings are usually required, before 
the juice is put into barrels, and at the 
last racking, about half a pint of warm 
sweet oil, and half a pound of glucose, 
are added to produce a fine article of 
cider. Place the cask in a cool place 
and let it stand until the flavor is what 
is desired, when the cider is put 
into clean barrels previously 
pre­ 
pared 
in 
the 
following 
manner: 
Take 
clean 
strips 
of 
rags 
and 
*ip them in melted sulphur; burn them 
in the bung hole of the barrel, laying 
the bung loosely on the end of the rag 
to retain the fumes of the sulphur in the 
barrel. Put a pound of mustard see! 
(secured in a coarse muslin bag) in the 
barrel and add also a pound of isinglass 
or line gelatine, dissolved in hot water. 
The cider will keep sweet a long time 
treated in this way. It must be kept in 
a cool place. 
A later method of keepiug cider 
sweet, employed by' professional eider 
makers, is by the use of calcium sul­ 
phite, or sulphite of lime and besides 
being more convenient it has been 
found to be as equally effective as the 
sulphur vapor aud mustard. 
The pre­ 
liminary steps in each case are the 
same. To each gallon of cider in the 
*ask, add from an eighth to a quarter 
of an ounce of sulphite, first mixing the 
latter in a quart of the cider, then 
pouring it into the cask and thoroughly 
mixing by rolling the cask about, iii 
a week’s time, or less, the sulphite will 
have imparted its preserving qualities 
to the cider, when the latter may be 
bottled off. Sulphite (not sulphate) of 
lime may be obtained of druggists, aud 
costs about forty cents a pound by the 
barrel. 
If too much is added, a sul­ 
phurous taste will be imparted to the 
cider.—Prairie Farmer. 


better than thinner), well joined, and 
set in moist, not wet, ground, previous­ 
ly worked, and made mellow and en­ 
riched if needed, the law n will be se­ 
cured against the effect of the weather, 
unless the drouth, and particularly the 
heat of the sun, are severe, in which 
ease it will suffer in common with other 
sod, unless there are trees to lessen the 
effect, w’hich they will, except immedi­ 
ately around the boles. 
When finished, 
pass a weighted roller over repeatedly, 
and press the surface well, which is 
better than to pound it with a maul. 
This latter bruises tho grass aud dis­ 
turbs the sod, requiring weeks to re­ 
cover. It is hardly to be expected that 
an absolutely clean sod will be obtained 
for laying down, as the clean fields are 
rare, amt rarer still is the clean turf of 
the highway. But it matters not so 
much, so that the sod has a close text­ 
ure and a good set of grass; manuring 
and frequent clipping will so thicken 
tho growth that the weeds will soon bo 
overcome by it. A tough sod is also 
better to handle. 
In preparing the ground to receive 
the sod, too much care can hardly be 
bestowed upon it, not only to get it 
mellow aud rich, so as to Invite tho 
roots downward and thus aid in sustain­ 
ing the grass, but to make the surface 
smooth aud, most of all, of uniform 
density*, the depressions to bo filled up 
with earth. Seme soils are uneven in 
texture, having veins of sand or clay; 
quicksand being the worst of all. It is 
difficult to establish a permanently even 
surface on such land; sometimes re* 
quiring removal of the objectionable 
material, 
especially 
the quicksand, 
which, if left, is pretty sure to work 
mischief. 
I have know’n it to cause a 
sinking of the ground in spring of sev­ 
eral feet, making a gully’ of that depth 
aud sometimes tweuty feet in length. 
Sometimes it occurs in spots of various 
size aud numbers annually or less 
often. 
Better make thorough work at 
once and for all time, getting not only 
an evenly compact surface, but a uni­ 
form texture 
below, 
securing tho 
ground against unequal settling. 
If 
this is not done afterwork of filling in 
will be required, making a patched-up 
job. 
The best condition of the ground 
is secured by occasionally working it 
during the summer or the latter part 
of the season, as it exposes it to the air 
and sun, which increases its mellowness 
and fertility and gives a chance for per­ 
fecting the work, aflbrding also an op­ 
portunity’ for 
working in manure. 
Ground thus carefully prepared, re­ 
quires little after that beyond clipping 
and rolling, passing the roller over in 
the spring and again iii the summer to 
keep smooth the surface; it also thick­ 
ens the grass. The manuring, if any 
is demanded, should always be done at 
the close of summer, to keep the lawn 
green through the fall and aid In pro­ 
tecting during the wiuter, securing also 
an eanier verdure in the spring. — C’or.

Better to winter ten head of neat cat­ 
tle well, and have them in good condi­ 
tion in the spring, than to keep twenty 
half-starved, which it will require all of 
the next summer to put into condition. 
Plenty’ of manure must be applied to 
ground "upon which special crops arc to 
begrown. 
To the animal and the plant alike, 
and to each and every human being, 
li^ht as well as warmth is absolutely in­ 
dispensable. 
The summer’s scorching sun, tho win­ 
ter's frost, the wind, storms and drench­ 
ing rains, all help to develop plant food 
from the soil we cultivate. 
Let all seeds to be used for reproduc­ 
tion, be carefully selected. 
To secure a maximum crop, make the 
soil both fine and firm. 
Feed tjie best forage to young stock, 
especially the first wmterof their exist­ 
ence. 
A small amount of capital invested in 
poultry, judiciously managed, will fur­ 
nish for the family a large abundance of 
nutritious food. 
The pump should be carefully pro­ 
tected from intense cold, but if it be­ 
comes frozen, pour hot water through 
a lead "pipe, the lower end of which 
rests upon the ice, and it will soon be 
thawed. 
The turnip is valuable for winter 
feeding, to both sheep and cattle, and 
may be profitably grown for that pur­ 
pose in most localities. 
Manure either prevents our land 
becoming worthless, or it gives us this 
year as many bushels to the acre as we 
had half a dozen years since, or it in­ 
creases the fertility of the land and 
gives us a larger return each year on 
the same area. The manure from ani­ 
mals fed upon rich food is most valu­ 
able. 
In winter, store in a plenty of ice for 
summer; the products of the dairy will 
be very much improved by its use. 
Remember all useful hints and sugges­ 
tions found in the family newspaper, for 
they’ will surely come in before a year 
passes by-. Reading will furnish the 
means for deciding whether a specific 
course is suitable for our own soil and 
circumstances before adopting it, if we 
exercise good judgment in the matter. 
The servant w ho has helped to fill our 
granaries, tho cow that supplies tho 
family with milk and butter, the horse 
which will be ourcompauion and friend 
for years, all have a right to claim our 
care and attention. —Practical Farmer, 
Golden Rule.
